May it not be reaſonably conjectured, 
that what we want of this kind lies con- 


cealed in plants, with whoſe virtues we 


are unacquainted, or of which perhaps 
we may entertain an ill opinion? 


I have indeed myſelf, I imagine, made 
proof, in the uſe of hemlock, of a me- 


dicine, that may be highly ſerviceable in 


reſolving inveterate ſcirrhuſſes, and cu-

J. ſhady places where the ſoil is rich; and 


belliferous plant, which flowers in the month 


of July. Its leaves, affixed to long thick 
hollow fooritalks, are divided, by various 


' ſections in the manner of ſweet cicely 


(myrrhis), into many ſlender wings, of a 
deep green colour. The alt, which is tall, 
ferulaceous, ſmooth, light, thick, hollow 


within, and of a diluted green colour, but 


varicgated with red ſpots like a ſnake, riſes 
frequently to the height of between four and 
five feet. At the top are umbels; on which 
grow little white flowers; that are ſucceeded 
by ſeeds reſembling thoſe of aniſe, but ſome- 
what whiter. The root, which 1s about nine 
inches in length, and of the thickneſs of a 
finger, is hollow when it ſends forth a ſtalk, 
but till then ſolid. The ſmell is diſagreeable 
and fœtid. Sce Moriſon, vol. 3. p. 290. 
Botaniſts have named this herb cicuta vul- 
garis; and, in the Engliſh language, it is 
called HemLock. 

Pliny writes, chat the green ſtalks of hemlock 
were eaten by many without the leaſt injury. 

Ray affirms, that a perſon of the name of 


| Bowles gave the root of hemlock, to the 


quantity of a fcruple, in malignant and 
quartan

quartan fevers z; and preferred it to all dia- 
phoretics. 

Renealmus, in obſervation 3. and 4 he: 
niſtered a ſcruple, or half a dram, of hem- 
lock in ſubſtance, for the  refolving of the 
ſcirrbus of the liver, ſpleen, and pancrtas; 
or gave an infuſion made with a dram or two 
ot the root of it. 

Many officinal plaſters and ointments have | 
the juice of hemlock in their compoſition. . 

Excepting in theſe inſtances, it is branded ® 
by almoſt. all authors; ranked among the 
poiſons ; condemned; and of courſe wholly 
baniſhed out of medicinal practice. .;-.. + 

It is found, plentifully every where ; ye 
has, neicher any uſe-or place in gardens; 'Y 305 
is at preſent even applied to the healing tar 
tle, much leſs to the curing men. 

Hence it is always produced in vain; and | 
withers again without having anſwered any, 
purpole. . 

We all know, however, that he has ;

From this conſideration, I was ALLIED. 
to examine the virtues of this herb preferably. 
to all others; and accordingly 1 conſulted

In the courſe of my reading, I FATS that — 7 


hemlock had, in ancient times, been much 
uſed, by external application, for diſperſing 
cold. tumours, reſolving ſcirrhuſſes, and miti-

gating the pains attending cancers, and that 
with great ſucceſs. 8 

All, however, agreed in exclaiming a- 

inſt it as a moſt deleterious poiſon, when 
given internally. 

The firſt attempt was, therefore, to be 
made in the external uſe. 

Accordingly 1 ſewed up this herb dried, 
and cut, in a bag, betwixt two pieces of li- 
nen, in the manner of quilting. This bag I 
let remain in boiling water for fome mi- 
nutes : and then, having preſſed out the ſu- 
uous fluid, I applied tt warm to the parts 
affected. 

By this method I ſometimes ſtopt the pro- 

eſs of the worſt gangrenes; and procured a 
3 of the mortified part from the 
ſound. : | 

To thoſe who could not bear, on account 
of the diſagreeable ſtink, and the itching 
produced by them, the bags that were boil 
ed in water, I applied others boiled in milk. 

Theſe they bore with eaſe, without feeling 
any inconvenience from them : but all, on 
the contrary, found relief. 

In the caſe of a man, ſixty years of age, 
for many years afflicted with the gout, I not 
only in a ſhort time allayed the pains, but 
entirely ſoftene and diſperſed the gouty 
concretions. 

The further conſequence was, that when 
the fits returned, they were neither ſo vio- 
lent, nor laſted ſo long.

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In rheumatiſms of long ſtanding, and in 
the gout, I gave great eaſe to ſome an] 
and wholly freed others, by the pills hereafter 
deſcribed, and the hemlock-fomentation. 

I failed, nevertheleſs, . of doing ſervice to 


ſome, even by a long continued conrſe : 8 


I did not, that I know ot, do the leaſt har 
to any. 3 

In ſchirrous ſtrumas, indurations of the. 
glands and breaſts, , and very bad cancers, 
1 experienced very conſiderable effects. 

But in the caſe of tumours, that are in- 
flammatory, or ariſe from hot humours, 
the hemlock-fomentation is leſs proper. 

It may, notwithſtanding, be 'of avail e- 
ven in theſe caſes, provided due evacuations 
be previouſly made. 

Plaſters into the compolle tion of which 
hemlock enters, are alſo of great utility in 
medicine; often reſolving and diſperſing what 
reſiſts all others. 

began from thenee to doubt, whether 
this reſolving, penetrating, diſcutient ower

I, therefore, expreſſed the juice from this 


herb; J and evaporated it with a very gentle

As it would; bone have been vnjuſti⸗ FA 
fiable to have Made the firſt trial of this * 
tract on men, gave a ſcruple, of it, with 4

I then watched carefully, what changes 
might be produced in him. 

He continued, nevertheleſs, well, lively, and 
waiting with eagerneſs for the morſel of fleſh. 

The ſecond day, the ſame. quantity being 
given, I found no difference in the reſult. 

Nor even on the third could J obſerve any 
bad ſymptom in him. | 

_ Encouraged by this, I made the experi- 
ment on myſelf. _ „ 

1 took morning and evening one grain of 
this extract; and drank a cupfol of tea after 
IT. | 
I attended then carefully to the ſtate of my 
body, that 1 might diſcover if any unuſual 
effect was produced in it. | 

I continued this doſe for eight days, with- 
out being ſenſible of the leaft inconvenience 
from it. I was active and ſtrong; had my 
memory perfect; enjoyed a good ſtomach ; 
and ſlept ſoundly. _ 

The next week J increaſed the doſe ; and 
took then, morning and evening, two grains : 
but from thence reſulted no bad or uncom- 
mon effect. | 

I was, therefore, now juſtified, in reaſon 
and conſcience, to try this on others. 

I was deſirous, however, to know likewiſe 
what virtue reſides in the root of the hem- 
lock. 

From the freſh root, when cut into ſlices,

11 
oozes out a milk, which is acrid and bitter 
to the taſte. GL 35 oft 

I rubbed a ſmall drop or two of this milk 
upon the end of my tongue. It preſently 
became ftiff; ſwelled; and was very painful: 
and ſoon after I loſt the power of ſpeaking. 

This unlucky event frightened me; and 
gave me great apprehenſions of the conſe 
quence. 

I recolleted, however, from what I had 
met with in reading, that acids counteract the 
powers of ſuch ſimples, and deprive them of 
their virulence, | 

I therefore waſhed my tongue all over with 
the juice of a lemon, and rubbed the end 
with it : after which I immediately felt greai 
eaſe; the pains and tenſion went off; and! 
was able to ſtammer. | 

I repeated the ſame a quarter of an hour 
after, and then began to ſpeak more freely. 

The juice being thus applied ſeveral times 
more; at the expiration of two hours, my 
tongue regained its liberty; and all my fears 
vaniſhed. | | 

May it not from this inſtance be reaſon- 
ably inferred, that the ſtrongeſt poiſon reſides 
in the milky juice of the root ? 

When, however, the root is dried, ar: 
reduced to powder, it becomes leſs noxious. 

For I have taken a grain, or ſometimes e- 
ven two, of fuch powder, without any ill 
conſequence . 
After 
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After having made theſe experiments, I 
prepared the following pills. 

Take of the freſh hemlock, as much as 
may be ſuthcient. 
©. Expreſs the juice; and let it be boiled, 
while freſh, with a gentle heat, in an earthen 
veſſel (often ſtirring it, leſt it burn), to the 
conſiſtence of a thick extract. Let this ex- 
tract be formed, with as much of the powder 
of the leaves as may be neceſſary, into a maſs 
For pills ; from which, let them be made of 
two grains cach. 

If the juice be expreſſed from hemlock, 
previouſly boiled for ſome time in a ſufficient 
quantity of water, it will then make an 
extract leſs eſſicacious, but yet of ſome virtue. 

The pills may be covered with ſilver or 
gold, - ſprinkled with ſome proper Pow 
ders, that the diſagreeable ſmell may be a 
voided. | 

The ſame extract may otherwiſe be admini- 
tered i in boluſſes, mixtures, or any convenient 
orm; leſt the patients be diſguſted with the 
continual uſe of the pills, and nauſcate them. 
In the early time of my prattifing this me- 
thod, I always began with the leaſt doſe ; and 
only alminittered. at firſt, one pill morning 
ad evening, On the third or fourth day,

After eight days, I began to give two pill: 
thrice every day and, by increaſing in this 
Proportion, 1 gradually roſe (if occaſion re-

and a half, in the ſpace of twenty. four hours. 

Though Þ have given theſe pills without 
intermiſſion for a year or two, or more, even 
to perſons in health, 1 never obſerved any 
bad effects to reſult from them. 

Im my later practice, I have conſtantly en- 
tered on the cure with a greater doſe : and, 
where there was an appearance of a good ha- 


bit and ſtrength, I have given at firſt two, 


three, or four pills, twice or thrice in the 
da 

le is, notwithſtanding, always beſt, to be- 
gin with a ſmall quantity : for there are par- 
ticular conſtitutions, in which medicines o- 
therwiſe grratly innocent are hurtful. Hence, 
that we may 1ncur no danger in thoſe caſes, 
and in order gradually to attain the know- 
ledge of the peculiar habit of ſuch patients, 
it is beſt to proceed in the moſt ſafe way. 

Each time the pills are taken, a baſon of 
tea, or of veal-broth, ſhould be alſo given 
atter them. 

if the powder of the root of hemlock: be 
made into pills, with a ſufficient quantity of 


the mucilage of gum tragacanth, a medicine 


is produced of great efficacy; but which re- 
quires greater circumſpection in the uſe of it. 
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Very beautiful girl had for three years 
A the left parotid entirely ſchirrous; of a 
purple colour ; and ſometimes acutely pain- 
ful, though at other times free from all unea- 
ſineſs. The tumour exceeded a man's fiſt in 
{1ze, 

Various remedies, as well internal as exter- 
nal, were adminiſtered by different phyſicians 
and ſurgeons ; but proved all ineffectual. 

At length the patient applied to Mr Leber, 
ſurgeon of the city-hoſpital; and he called 
me into conſultation with him. | 

The caſe, and the former preſcriptions 
being duly examined, we perceived that re- 
medies highly reſolvent and diſcutient had 
been uſed, as well internally as externally. 

We concluded, therefore, that nothing of 
this kind remained to be tried, except malt 
ſpirit, and mercury ſublimate. 

- Accordingly, a plaſter of labdanum being 
externally applied, we gave the malt ſpirit, 


Ke. and ordered the patient beſides to drink 


plentifully of the decoction of the roots of 
graſs, garden-ſuccory, dandelion, &c. 
After taking theſe, with the greateſt regu- 
Jarity, for three weeks, we did not perceive 
the leaſt benefit, nor even the leaſt altera- 
- rnion, 
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We determined, therefore, to try the pills 
prepared from hemlock. 

| began with giving only one grain morn- 
ing and evening z and each time | gave alſo a 
cupful or two of the infuſion of the flowers 
of elder. | | 

At the end of eight days, the patient re- 
turned to us; and with great ſatisfaction 
ſhowed us the tumour reduced in its ſize, 
fofter, and more moveable, 
Surprited with the effect, we readily a- 
greed, that the patient, who was extremely 
bolicitous to recover her beauty, ſhould conti- 
nue the medicine. 

Eight days more being paſt, ſhe came 
again to us; but the diforder was nearly in 


the ſame ſtate. | | 
On this account, I increaſed the doſe; and 
gave two pills, morning and evening. 

ln "conſequence of this, within three days 
after, the indurated part was more than half 
diminiſhed. _ : 
The ſame doſe of the medicine being ſtill con 
tinued, all the harducſs went off in fix weeks: 
There remained, nevertheleſs, a flaccid 
paſty bag. 
I therefore adminiſtered a purge ; and or- 
dered the fAliccid bag to be rubbed very often 
with a piece of linen, impregnated with aro- 
matic fumes of maſtic, olibanum, myrch, 
&c. : which was fo efficacious, that in about

carried her, thus cured, to the illuſtrious 


Preſi ent Jan Stielen; and ſhe herſelf related. 
to him the whole hiſtory of the caſe. 
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Woman (of about thirty years of age) 
3 had, for ſeveral years, been ſubject to 
{wellings. of the glands, which. came ſome- 
times in the armpits, ſometimes in the 
groin, and ſometimes in the neck. 

At firſt, on the application of a plaſter, and 
taking a purge, theſc ſwellings always diſap- 
peared ; but, afterwards, they became more 
obſtinate; and ſometimes, on the ule of pla- 
ſters, turned into ulcers : which, after a co- 
pious diſcharge of ichorous matter, in a few. 
weeks healed again of themſelves. 

The ſtrength of the patient gradually dimi- 
niſned; the feet and the axillary glands ſwell- 
ed; and, at length, the left breaſt enlarged 
allo, and became entirely ſchirrous. 

A plaſter being then apphed, an acute pain 
ſometimes ſeized the breaſt : the indurated. 
part degenerated into tubercles; a purple co- 
lour came on, and afterward changed to a 11- 
vid; and, at laſt, the ſkin, breaking in two 
places with the greateſt pain, formed two 
cancerous ulcers, diſcharging a moſt fœtid.

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The pain was daily much increaſod towards 
the evening. de 

The patient conſulted feveral phy Clans: 
and furgeons and took many medicines; duf 
did not ever find any relief. 

At laſt, on tte 14th of September 1757, 
ſhe came to me. Having examined well the 
caſe, I thought it a very favourable opportu- 
nity for trying the hemlock-pills : I admini- 
ſtered accordingly, every morning and even- 
ing, two pills, each'of which were of the 
weight of one grain; giving her alſo an infus- 
fon of the leaves of the male ſpeedwell to be 
drank after them. 

The 22d of September, I ſaw, with pleas: 
ſure, that the livid was almoſt. every where 
changed into a favourable red; and thence 
into the natural colour : the pains were much: 
mitigated z and a thin purulent matter ap- 
peared in the place of the zeber. 

On the 24d of October, the colour of an 
| the whole breaſt was natural; the bulk and 
hardneſs were leſs; the pains light and the. 
matter good. 

The 14th of October, the breaſt again be- 
gan to ſwell; becoming red, hard, and ex- 
ceeding painful; while, inſtead of: Jus, an 
ichar was diſcharged.. 

I was diſcouraged with the ill fcects of 
this experiment; but did not however give 
up all hopes: for, on a ſtricter inquiry, I un- 
derſtood, that the time of her menſes ap- 
proached; and concluded the cauſe of the-

which reaſon, I adviſed the patient to go on 
with the pills without intermiſſion. 

The next day the menſes came on; the 
ſwelling of the breaft went off; the natural 
colour returned; and the pains were diminiſh- 
ed: on which account the patient perſevered 
willingly 1n the courle. | 

On the 24th day of October, I found the 
breaſt much leſs, as well as ſofter ; with the 
matter good: and I directed, that now ſhe 
ſhould take three pills, every morning and 
evening. | 
On the zd of November, there was a co- 
pious diſcharge of good pus from the ulcer; 
the breaſt was leſs; the patient felt frequeat 


tinglings in it; and the tumours in the left 


armpit began alſo. to be diſperſed. 

The 19th of November, the patient in- 
formed me that ſhe had had the mer/es at the 
regular period; and that then her breaſt ſwell- 
ed again, and greater pains came on; but 
that, not diſcouraged by this, ſhe had always 
continued the pills. : 

When I ſaw her breaſt, I found the part 
above the nipple almoſt of the natural ſoft- 
neſs and magnitude; but the part below it, 
hard as a ſtone. I therefore gave then four 
pills morning and evening. 

The 2d of December, the patient return- 
ed to me diſpirited; and complaining, that ſhe 
could not ſleep on account of very acute pains 
in the night; that her appetite was wholly

one; her mouth bitter and clammy; and 
that ſhe had frequent fœtid belchings.

For ſh 
acknowledged, that a few days before ſhe had 
eaten bacon, made hard by curing with 
ſmoke, and cabbage badly boiled ; and that 
thence the weight in the ſtomach and the 
nauſea had been produced; and the pains in- 
creaſed. * , 
I preſcribed, for this reaſon, a purge com- 
poſed of two ſcruples of choice rhubarb, and 
one ſcruple of cream of tartar : which gave 
five ſtools, ſoon reſtored the appetite ; and 
mitigated the other ſymptoms. _ ©, 
After this, I adminiſtered every morning 
and evening five pills, each of two grains 
weight: ſo that ſhe now took a much larger 
quantity than before. | 
On the 18th of December, the patient told 
me, that, in the time of the men/es, ſhe had 
ſcarcely felt any pain; and that the breaſt 
had remained of its natural colour. 
In examining the ſtate of the tumour in 
the armpit, 1 felt, that it was much leſs, and 
very moveable. The ulcers were clean, and ap- 
peared diſpoſed to heal; the pus they diſchar- 
ged was {mall in quantity, and perfectly good 
in colour and conſiſtence. The half a the 
breaſt above the nipple was entirely of its na- 
tural colour, ſize, and ſoftneſs ; but the half 
below it, reſiſting all means, remained of a 
ſtony hardneſs, From whence aroſe a juſt

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ground of doubt of the practicability of diſ- 
euſſing it. The patient, however, having 
ſeen ſo great a progreſs towards a cure, pro- 
miſed to continue the uſe of the pills, in the 
moſt regular manner, without intermithon , 
and, indeed, begged, that 1 would nor refuſe 
to let her have them. | 

I now adminiſtered ſix pills every morning 
and evening. POM 

The 24th. of December, the patient felt 
extreme pain in the breaſt ; which again be- 
18 to be affected with redneſs and tenſion. 
But ſhe declared, that theſe bad ſymptoms 
had come on during three preceding days; 
that the ulcers of the breaft. covered with 
thick cruſts, had been cloſed; and the free 
diſcharge of the matter obſtructed, 
In order, therefore, to foften theſe cruſts, I 
put on a plaſter of perma celi. | 
The next day the cruſts fell off; and an 
acrid ſerous humour flowed from the ulcers, 
ſucceeded by pus : and ſoon after the ſwelling 
of the breaſt diminiſhed ; the redneſs diſap- 
peared; and all the pain went off. 

The 25th of January, the hardneſs below 
the nipple, which till this time had remained 

unchanged, began. now to be diſcuſſed; the 
patient had no pain; and the menjes returned 
at the regular period, without bringing on 
any bad ſymptom. 1h _ 
The zd of February, the patient complain- 
ed of continual belchings, and nauſea; unea- 
ſineſs at her heart; and ſtronger pains in her 


breaſt: 
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breaſt: and ſaid ſhe always felt the ſame when, 
ſhe ate garden ſtuff. J found, nevertheleſs, 
with regard to ſize, colour, and ſoftneſs, the- 
breaſt was the lame as on the 1th of Ianu- 
ary.

The 26th of Auguſt, I found every thing 
right; and the woman in perfect health. 

At the time I frſt undertook the cure, af- 
terwards at the expiration of five months, and 
again when ſhe was perfectly recovered, I 
took this woman with me to the moſt illuſtri- 
ous Baron Van Swieten, that he might ſee the 
whole progreſs of the experiment. He al- 
ways expreſſed great ſatisfaction from it; and, 
from his generous diſpoſition, always gave 
=o patient money.

Wenn twenty-four years of age, in 
X all other reſpects healthful, found a- 
bout a year before, in her right breaſt, a 
mall lump, that was hard, and moveable.

Upon which I gave her, every morning

On the 25th of October ſhe came. again to 
me : and 5 found the tumour ſofter, . and 
ſomewhat leſs. She aſked me, if it was not 
proper to apply a plaſter: but I would not 
conſent, as I was deſirous to try what the 
pills alone could effect: and adviſed, there- 
fore, that ſhe might now, morning and even- 
ing, take four pills.

Apital 33 an acute diſeaſe but after ſhe be- 
gan to regain her ſtrength, ſhe felt exceſſive 
Pains 1n- her left break; which had, for a- 
bout a year and a half before, been as hard 
as a ſtone. I 

I preſcribed for her pills of gum nantes 
Venice ſoap, ſal polychreſt, rhubarb, &c. 
and Mr Haffuer the ſurgeon applied external. 
ly a cataplaſm of Venice ſoap, diſſolved in 
milk. 

At firſt things charged for the better. 
The breaſt began to grow ſoit; and the 215 
to abate. 

But, after this, the pains again increaſed; 
and the breaſt became harder, and of a pur | 
colour, At length it grew livid; and af ter 
ſome days, the ſkin broke; and there wa 
formed a foul ulcer, diſcharging a conſider: 
able quantity of a very ſtinking icher. 

I therefore applied externally the fomenta- 
tion of the leaves of hemlock ; and internally 
1 gave, every morning and evening, three

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The pains were much leſſened, even the 


ſame day, by theſe remedies. 


On the third day, the lividneſs began to 
vaniſh; and thin pus was diſcharged in the 
place of the ſtinking ichor. 

The ſeventh . the whole breaſt was of a 


bright red; the ulcer was clean; the pains, 


which in the day-time were flight, grew a 
little worſe towards the evening. The mat- 
ter in the ulcer now appeared good, and the 
breaſt ſofr. 

The fifteenth day, the ulcer ſeemed diſpo- 
ſed to heal; the breaſt was much ſofter; and 
almoſt of its natural colour; and the Peu 
were ſlight, or none. 

The twentieth day, the breaſt was leſs in 
bulk, and ſofter ; and the ulcer cloſed. 

The twenty-fourth day, exceſſive pains 
came on: which began in the place where 
the ulcer was cloſed. 

The uſe of opium became neceſſary to al- 


lay the pains. 


The twenty-fifth diy, the breaſt was ex- 
tremely ſoft about the nipple; and a ſmall 
degree of flu uation was perceptible. At 
night, it was requiſite to adminiſter opium a- 
gain, on account of the excruclating pains. 

began, beſides, to give from this day, 


four pills, every morning and evening; and 


the hemlock-fomentation was allo diligently

The twenty. eighth day, the fuQuation was 
manifeſt; and the pains extremeiy acute.

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The patient herſelf entreated, that the breaſt 
might be opened; which I alſo adviſing, Mr 
Haffner, a moſt induſtrious ſurgeon, of my 
hotpiral, performed it. 

A large quantity of matter flowed out, the 
pains immediately abated ; and the whole 
breaſt collapſed ; except that in one part only 
ſome portions of the ſcirrbus remained. The 
colour of the breaſt was natural. 

After this, we uſed nothing but the pills 
and the hemlock- fomentation, that we might 
try what theſe alone could do. | 

A ſufficiently great quantity of pus was e- 
very day diſcharged; and the ſchirrous re- 
mains were ſo quickly diſperſed, that on the 
fortieth day ſcarcely any part was left; and 
the ulcer, being clean, began now to heal. 

T he fiftieth day, the breaſt was healed en- 
tirely ; and the ulcer firmly cicatriſed. 

This patient was, therefore, entirely cured 

by the pills and hemlock-famentation alone; 
and never felt the leaſt harm reſult from the 
uſe of them. She had daily well-concocted 
ſtools, except on thoſe days when the opium 
was uſed. 
At the cloſe, I ordered this patient a 
purge 3; which gave her four plentitul ſtools. 
Three days afterwards, the menſes came on 
for the firſt time, without occalioning any 
further diſturbance ; ſo that, being now per- 
fettly well, ſhe took leave of the hoſpital.

When, however, ſhe obſerved a hardneſs 
to come on, and the pain to grow worſe, ſhe 
applied a plalter to the breaſt: but it turned 
red by that treatment; and the pains became 
ſo acute, that the poor woman could take no, 
reſt, either by night or day, 

At length (in the eighth month) ſhe was 
ſeized with a fever, attended with great thirſt, 
and a difficulty in breathing. On which ac 
count, the mother and the child were both 
brought into my hoſpital. | 

I then determined to ſeparate the child 
from the mother: but it would neither eat 
nor drink ; and loſt its ſtrength by continual: 
crying ; though, when it was brought again. 
to the breaſt, it became quiet; and. after- 
wards flept ſoundly. 

It was neceſſary, on that account, to Jet 
the .child fuck the mother. 

Ars her fever was great, and her pulſe high 
and hard, I ordered the mother to loſe ſome 
blood. 1 applied an emollient cataplaſm to 
the diſeaſed breaſt : and I gave a reſolving. 
nitrous decoction, as well for her common. 
drink, as by way of medicine, |

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Within two days, the pain in the breaſt be- 
came much gentler; and the fever went off 
entirely. 

continued the ſame medicines for three 
days longer; and then almoſt all the pains 
were removed : but the induration remained 
the fame. As the fever did not however re- 
turn any more, I changed the medicines. 

Externally 1 now applicd a cataplaſm of 
Venice ſoap, diſſolved in milk; and gave, as 
an internal medicine, the following mixture. 

Take of Venice ſoap, half an ounce; and 
diſſolve it in one pint of elder- flower water. 
Then add of ſal polychreſt, one dram; and 
of ſyrup of ſuccory, with rhubarb, two ounces 
and a half. Mix them: and let the patient 
take one ounce every two hours, 

[ afterwards adminiſtered this mixture for 
ten days, without intermiſſion : but did not, 
nevertheleſs, find any change in the breaſt ; 
and the patient gradually took a diſguſt to the 
medicine, Moreover, the glands of the 
child's neck, though it was otherwiſe in 
health, began to ſwell, and — hard 

For this reaſon, I gave to the mother, three 
pills, to be taken thrice every day: and I or- 
dered, that ſhe ſhould drink ar infuſion of el- 
der-flowers plentifully after them. 

Within three days, I felt the breaſt ſofter 
on the ſurface, and the patient ſaid, that ſhe 
breathed more freely ; and made more urine 
than was uſual. 


Notwithſtanding the child continued to 
ſuck, 
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ſuck, it ſuffered from thence no inconvenience. 
In about eight days, I found the ſcirrhus 
in the breaſt divided into many ſmall parts. 
The child was taken with a gentle looſeneſs; 
and the mother ceaſed to make ſo great a 

quantity of urine, 

The twenty-fourth day, the whole breaſt 
was ſoftiſn: and the patient had a good ſto- 
mach; and went to ſtool as ſhe was naturally 
accuſtomed, before her illneſs. The child 
ſtill continued to have a gentle looſeneſs; but 
was not weakened by it: and the glands of 
its neck gradually returned to. their natural: 
ſtate.. ; | 
The twenty fifth day, the breaſt was al-- 
moſt well; and the child was not ang longer 
affficted with the looſeneſs. 

The thirtieth day, I gave the 3 one 
dram of choice rhubzrb; by which ſhe was 
well purged: and, after ſome days, ſne went 
with the child from the hoſpital z both per- 
fectly well, 

I did not, in this caſe, increaſe FU doſe of 
the pills: nine every day proved to be ſutli-- 
cient.

A Man, ſixty-four years of age, had a 


moſt ſtinking cancer; which ate away 
every thing from the corner of his mouth: 


quite to his ear. All the remedics he tried, 
on f availed 
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availed nothing. The Peruvian bark itſelf 
had no effect on it. | 

I gave, therefore, every morning and e- 
vening, {ix pills, with the infuſion of elder 
flowers: and, externally, 1 applied a diachy- 
Jon plaſter. 

The firſt day, the patient found no relief 
from it. 

The ſecond day, the pains abated ; the pa- 
tient ſlept at night; and the ulcer was leſs 
fœtid. | 

The third day, an acrid ſerum flowed copi- 
ouſly from the ulcer : and the lips, which 
were before very much ſwelled, grew leſs. 

The fourth day, the quantity of ichor was 
leſs, and the fœtid ſmell but inconſiderable. 

The fifth day, a thin pus appeared, inſtead 
of the ichor; and the ulcer ſeemed to be 
pretty clean. 

The ſixth, ſeventh, eighth, and ninth days, 
appearances were much the ſame. The pains 
were ſlight; and the patient's appetite good. 

The tenth day, the pains increaſed again ; 
and the lips of the ulcer were in a ſtate of 
tenſion, ſwelled, and very red. 

The twelfth day, the ſerum again ran plen- 
tifully from the ulcer; by which the pains 
were mitigated, and the ſwelling of the lips 
diminiſhed. 3 | 

The thirteenth day, the ulcer was again 
foul; diffuſed a ſtinking ſmell; and excited 
great Pain, 
| | The 
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The fourteenth day, I augmented the doſe 
of the pills; and gave eight, every morning 
and evening. 
The fifteenth day, the ulcer diicharged ſe- 
rum copiouſly ; and the pains abated conſider- 
ably. | 
The ſixteenth day, good pus was: produ- 
ced ; and the patient was free from any pain. 
The ſeventeenth day, the ulcer ſeemed 
clean; the u perfectly good; and the pain 
was gone off. | | 
The eighteenth. day, matters were found 
in the ſame ſtate. | 
The nineteenth day, great pains returned 
again; and the lips of the ulcer ſwelled. On 
which account, the patient, having loſt all 
hopes, went into the country ; and put him- 
ſelf under the care of a perſon, who kept 
a bagnio. The ſucceſs of his plaſters and de- 
coctions was ſuch, that the cancer ſpread it- 
ſelf over almoſt the whole face; and the poor 
wretch died in the ſpace of three weeks. 
The pills, during their uſe, checked the 
progreſs of the cancer: for it neither gained 
ground in extent nor depth: but, on diſcon- 
tinuing them, the patient ſoon grew much 
worſe.

A Lady of a noble family thruſt her breaſt 


too violently, in hunting, againſt a gun. 
She did not ſuffer great pain from the 
blow: 
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blow : but after a we: k or two, ſhe perceived 
in the fame breaſt, a ſmall lump, of about the 
_ bigneſs. of a pea. This lump, without giving 
any pain, increaſed; gradually ſo much, that 
it exceeded greatly the ſize of a walnut. 

In this ſtate, the lady conſulted me : and, 
on examining the caſe, I immediately gave 
- her. three pills, every morning and evening. 

On the eighth day, ſhe came again to me: 
but on inſpecting the breaſt, I found no 
change. 3 

The ſixteenth dav, the lump appeared ſoft 
on the ſurface. This lady never felt any pain 
in her breaſt : but while ſhe took theſe pills, 
ſhe had every day two or three looſe ſtools 
more than utual. Her ſtrength was not how- 
ever impaired by it, nor her ſtomach weak. 
enced. 

After the ſecond month, the lump ap- 
peared leſs in ſize, ſofter, and much more 
moveable. 

After the ſecond month, the lump was leſs 
by almoſt one half, and ſoft ;- for. which rea- 
fon, I adviſed, her to continue the pills regu- 
larly : but, from that time, I never ſaw her 


again. 


She was always well, during the time ſhe 


took the pills; had the mexſes regularly; and 
did not, during the time they were upon her, 
omit taking the medicine : as ſhe never per- 
ceived any harm to reſult from it.

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Woman, forty- five years of age, came to 

me March 23. 1759, having her left 
breaſt very large; hard as a ſtone ; immovea- 
ble; at firſt purple, and afterwards livid; and 
moſt acutely painful. She could not, more- 
over, move the arm of the ſame ſide, on ac- 
count of the pain of the breaſt, and the ſwelE 
ing of the axillary glands : -and her reſpira- 
tion, on walking, was ſhort, difficult, and 
attended with a ſhort cough. 

There were indeed all the ſigns of a latent 
cancer, 

She imputed the cauſe and origin of this 
diforder to her huſband : who, about a year 
and a half before, had preſſed too forcibly on 
this breaſt, in bed. From whence ſoon after 
a tubercle aroſe, which had increaſed to fo 
great a bulk, and turned into a cancer. 

Before 1 adminiſtered any medicine to this 
woman, I took her to the Baron Van S$wieten : 
who, upon examination of the caſe, acknow- 
ledged it to be a. dithcult one, and proper to 
become the ſubject of an experiment: and 
adviſed, that I ſhould give her, morning and 
evening, three pills; and fend her to him 
once every fortnight, that, by this means, 
he might be certain of the reſult. 

The zoth of March, the woman came a- 
gain to me, and faid, that her pains were 

leſs.z 
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leſs; but that, in other reſpects, the breaſt 
remained in its former ſtate. 

I ordered then, that ſhe ſhould uncover it: 
and 1 faw immediately, the colour of the 
whole was changed in ſuch manner indeed, 
that the part which before was purple, was 
now of a pale red; and the part which was 
livid and blackiſh, now purple. I alſo percei- 
ved, that, towards the armpit, the breaſt 
was ſofter: 1 therefore adviſed, that ſhe 
ſhould continue the pills regularly. 

On the 6th of April, I took her to the Ba- 
ron Van Scwieten : and he was greatly pleaſed 
with the good effects of the medicine. For 
he ſaw, evidently, the colour, which before 
was cancerous, was now changed in ſome 
Places into the natural; in others into a pale 
red; and was no where, at preſent, hvid. 
The woman declared alſo, that the pains were 
leſs; but that her reſpiration was attended 
with the ſame difficulty, and coughing, as 
before. The Baron, on feeling the breaſt, 
found it every where ſofter near its inſertion, 
and leſs. On which account, he gave the wo- 
man money, to encourage her to perſiſt more 
willingly in the courſe. | 

The 13th of April, the breaſt was ſtill 


fofrer, and ſomewhat leſs: but, above the 
nipple, there was a ſpace, three inches long 
and two broad, which ſeemed no way chan- 
ged; and was very red, and immoveable. 

I ordered then, that the patient ſhould, from 
this time, take five pills, morning and evening. 
The 
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The zoth of April, at which time the pa- 


tient went to the Baron Van Stwi?ten, the 


complained, that the pains, returning by fits, 


were acutely pungent, gnawing, and burning. 


Her cough was ſomewhat more frequent; 


and ſhe ſaid, that ſhe perceived, in coughing, 


a greater pain in her breaſt; and that her 
lungs adhered, as it were, to it in ſuch 


manner, as to draw it then inwards. 


With reſpe& to other matters, a part of 


the breaſt, towards the armpit, of ſix inches 


breadth, was entirely in its natural ſtate, as 
to ſoftneſs, colour, and magnitude. On 


which account the Baron Yan Swieten aid, 


that the hardneſs of the breaſt had melted like 
ice. 
The ſwelling above the nipple remained, 
nevertheleſs, yet unchanged. | 
la order to looſen the dry cough, I preſcri- 


bed, beſides the pills, a decoction of the roots 


and flowers of marſhmallows ; with the ſyrup 
of the ſame. ? : 
The 27th of April, the patient complained 


of the ſame cough and pains; but ſhe obſer- + 


ved, that ſhe could contract the thorax much 
cloſer, than a foftnight before; and conclu- 


ded thence, that the breaſt was leſs. i 
We perſevered, therefore, in the doſe of 


the pills, and the uſe of the decoction. 


The 4th of May, we again went to the Ba- 


ron Van Swieten. The breaſt was leſs, and 
lofter, except the indurated part, which co- 


hered firmly with the ribs above the nipple. 
The 
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The 28th of May, the patient was better; 
the cough was leſs troubleſome, the pains 
moderate, and the breaſt ſofter. The indu- 
rated part above the nipple continued in the 
ſame ſtate: but the cough began to diſcharge 
a viſcid phlegm. 

On the iſt of June, the Baron Van Swieten 
had great ſatisfaction, in ſeeing the breaſt was 
grown leſs by two thirds. 

But the patient complained of pains, and a 
troubleſome cough at night. On which ac- 
count the Baron adviſed, that a doſe of the 
maſs for pills, prepared of hounds tongue, 
*might be given — at night. 

The 25th of June, the patient returned, 
rejoicing, that ſhe had ſlept well, and ſel. 
dom coughed ; that almoit all her pain: 
were gone; and that her reſpiration was free. 
What ſhe fpit was purulent. 

_ The indurated part above the breaſt began 
alſo to grow ſofter. 

The 29th of June, the patient found her 
reſpiration become ſtill freer ; and ſhe dif: 
charged with eaſe the purulent ſpittle: but 
the induration above the nipple, was nearly 
in the ſame ſtate. For which reaſon, I ap- 
plied externally the fomentation of the leaves 

- of hemlock. 

The 13th of July, ſhe came again; com- 
plaining, that the indurated part above the 
breaſt began to be ulcerated, by the uſe of 
the fomentatien. N 

In examining the breaſt, 1 perceived, that 

the 
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the epidermis had ſeparated for a ſmall ſpace; 
that the ſkin was broken; aad that an acrid 1 
chor ran from that part. 

But on inquiring more particularly i into the 
cauſe, the patient confeſſed, that, feeling a 
diſagreeable itching and tingling in the breaſt, 
ſne had ſcratched the indurated part of it with 
her nails, and rubbed it hard with her ſhift; 
and, fro n that time, had felt a violent burn- 
iag, and an oozing of zchor. 

{ ordered the tomentation to be continued; 
and gave her the pills morning and evening. 

The 20th of July, a pretty deep ulcer was 
formed; of which the lips were livid, and 
the icbor extremely ſtinking. The patient had 
alſo greater pains, and ſpit up matter. | 

The 27th of July, the ulcer was ſtill deep- 
er; but the pains were bated. The zchor, 
which was diſcharged, ſtunk; and no pus was 
produced: but a broad hard fœtid core, like 
leather, grew out of the ulcer : from whence 
it ſeemed, that the hard part above the nip- 
ple, which till this time reliſted every —_ 
diminiſhed now by floughing. . 

The purulent ſpittle was diſcharged in a 
large quantity; but the cough occaſioned a 
tenſion; and great pain in the ulcer. 

The lips ot the ulcer recovered again gra- 
dually their natural colour. 

I received the patient in this condition into 
my hoſpital. 

Mr Haffner, the ſurgeon, dreſſed her twice 
every day 3 ; and filled the ulcer with Unt 

D moiſtened 
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moiſtened in the infuſion of hemlock : ſeveral 
ſloughs like leather were daily thrown ' off; 
and the ſwelling much was diminiſhed, The 
patient had no pain; ſhe flept without opium; 
but coughed frequently in the night, and 
pit purulent matter. 

The 5th of Auguſt, pus began to appear in 
the — almoſt all the bad ſmell went off; 
and the hard part diminiſhed by ſuppuration. 
The lips ct the ulcer were clean, and of a 
good colour. The ſtrength of the patient 
was not defective : ſhe expectorated freely, 
and breathed much more eaſily. 

The 16th of Auguſt, l 1 her again with 
me to the Baron 2 Stoieten; he was ſurpri- 
ſed that the ſcirrbus, before 10 obſtinate, di- 
miniſhed now by a kindly ſuppuration; and 
afforded the greateſt hopes, that the remain- 
ing ſmall hard part being conſumed, the ul- 
cer would heal up of itſelt. | 

Every thing: fanctedad extremely well: and 
accordingly the ulcer gave many tigns-that it 
would ſoon be healed. 

The 24th of Auguſt, the patient complain: 
ed again of a frequent cough ; and great 
pains "occaſioned by it in the, breaſt, which 
the ſaid was, as it were, bound with a cord, 
that in coughing drew it to the hollow of her 
cheſt, with the moſt acute pain. From thence 
her nights were again diſturbed; and it Was, 
therefore, requiſite to havt recourſe to opium. 

On the uſe of the opium, the patient was 
| well; had a good ſromach ; - increaſed in her 

5 (+ ſtrength ; 
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ſtrength; was leſs troubled with the cough; 
and ſpit up the purulent matter eaſily. 

The 2d of September, about eight in 
the morning, I ſaw her in a good way, got 
out of bed, and. walking about; and ſhe 
complained neither of any pain or cough. 

On the fame morning, a quantity of wine 
was privately brought to her by ſome 
friends : and when they were gone, ſhe drank 
freely of it, with her ſtomach yet empty. 
From whence ſhe was ſeized with a giddineſs 
and vomiting ; fell down ; and, within a few 
minutes after, died apoplectic. © oo 

We found many varicoſe veins in the dura 
and pia mater; and the cerebellum was com- 
preſſed with a large quantity of e 
blood. 

The whole middle lobe of tlie lungs on the 
left ſide was ſchirrons and heavy; but the up- 
per lobe partly 1chirrous, and partly wy {Hg 
rated. 

Fheſe two lobes tt only adhered to the 
forepart of the fleus; and would hot admit 
of being ſeparated without tearing. 

The ulcer was clean, the muſcles of the 


breaſt were entirely found, and the lips of the 


ulcer perfectly well coloure®; and had be- 
gun again to unite with the contiguous parts, 
and almoſt to join with each other. From all 
which, there was no room to doubt, but that 
the ulcer would have been entirely cured. 
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A Young woman, aged twenty-three, had 

had for two years. the glands ſwelled, 
and ſchirrous, round her whole neck; from 
whence it was grown almoſt as thick as her 

head. 

M,any of theſe glands were exeded by can- 
cerous ulcers. 

The patient not having found the leaſt re- 
lief from the innumerable remedies admini- 
ſtered by different phyſicians and ſurgeons, 
whom ſhe had tried, at laſt came into our ho- 
ſpital. | 
Mr Haffner, who is a very eminent ſurgeon, 
applied, and uled every thing externally, 
which his art could dictate. 

I adminiſtered, beſides, decoctions in large 
quantity; and pills from the ferulaceous 
gums, the reſin of guiacum, Venice ſoap, 
terra foliata tartari, the maſs of pills from 
the cathartic extract, &c.

But this, though ſhe drank a large quantity

continued, nevertheleſs, the uſe of the 
malt-ſpirit for a month: as the diſagreeable 
ſymptoms, brought on by the uſe of it, were 
afterwards rendered much more gentle: but 
then a ſlight ſalivation attended chis abate-- 
ment of them. 

On this account, 1 left off. the uſe of that 
remedy ; and, applying externally the hem- 
lock- fomentation, gave thrice a- day four of 
the pills; and with them an infuſion of 
ground-1vy, male ſpeedwell, agrimony, &c. 

The fixth day, the pains were abated: the 
lividaeſs of the ulcerated glands was turned 
into a pale red; the icher difappeared ; and a 
diluted pus ſuccceded it.

Afterwards, a doughy ſoftneſs was obſer- 
vable throughout the whole compaſs. 

The ſeventh week, I began to give her ſix 
ills, thrice, every twenty- ; 4 hours; and I 
joined to them, every eight days, a purge of 
rhubarb.

The Baron Van Seniesen, Dr Dima the | 
Dean, Dr Glaſſer profeſſor of anatomy, Dr 
Jaus profeſſor of ſurgery, and others, who 
were 
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were examiners in the ſurgery-chamber of the 


univerſity, firſt ſaw-this woman, and ſent her 
to me, on the 2oth-day of June 1759. 

The whole breaſt'was of a browniſh black 
dolbur, and full of lumps. The ichor ſtunk 
moſt abominably, even at a great diſtance; 
and the patient could neither cat nor fleep for 
the pain. 

1 ordered that ne; ſhould ale War pills, 
morning and evening; and I applied exter- 
nally, during the day, the fomentation of the 
leaves of hemlock ; and, at night, a diachy. 
lon plaſter: 

The 28th of June, ſhe came again, and 
told me, with great joy, that ſhe did not at 
preſent feel much pain; that ſhe ſlept ſoundſ 
at night; and did not perceive the bad ſmell 
ſo great. as before. 


On examining her breaſt, I obſerved a thin

On the contrary, ſeveral parts began to 
grow livid; to be exceſſively painful; and, at 
laſt, to turn into ſtinking ulcers. Nocturnal 
ſweats, depreſſion of the ſtrength, and waſting 
of the fleſh, alſo came on. 

Notwithſtanding the girl was much beloved 
by thoſe in whole ſervice ſhe lived, yet it was 
neceflary, on account of the ſhocking ulcera- 
tions, the great and malignant ſtench, and the 
danger of contagion, to remove her into our 
hoſpital. 

Mr Haffner the ſurgeon and I found, among

The ninetieth day, the neck had its natu- 
ral colour and magnitude ; not a tenth part of 
the ſweiling remaining now.

In theſe moſt deplorable circumſtances he 
„Vas taken into our hoſpital. 
t Mr Haffnor, the ſurgeon, and I, were in- 


tolerably annoyed with the ſtink, while we 
examined the parts. The left teſticle, hang - 
ing out of the ſcrotum, was wholly cancerous, 
and more than twice as big as a man's fiſt, 

Neither the penis, ſcrotum, nor teſticle, could 
bear to be touched with the leaſt force; for it 
occalioned a great quantity of blood to iſſue 
out, 

The patient frequently fainted from weak- 
neſs: and the ſtench was ſo great, that we 
could not let him ftay with the other patients; 
but were obliged to put him in a ſeparate 
room. . 

At firſt, 1 gave him, every day, one ounce 
and a half of the Peruvian bark, that, by 
this means, I might correct the acrimony, 
and procure a ſeparation of the corrupted part 
from the ſound. 

But the fourth day, he refuſed abſolutely 
to take the bark any longer, in whatever form 
it was adminiſtered : nor did we, indeed, per- 
ceive any relief or change from it ; bur, on 
the contrary, he declined in his 1 
and entirely loſt his appetite. | 
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In this deſperate caſe, I determined to try 
the pills, and hemlock-tomentartion.

It is an obſervation, however, made by Mr 

Laber, as well as myſelf, that none of thoſe 
who uſed the pills for cataracts, or any other 
thickening of the humours of the eyes, grew 
worſe, though they were not cured.

It is neceſſary, therefore, that every phyſ- 
cian ſhould vary the method, according to the 
attendant ſymptoms, by his own proper ob- 
ſervation and judgment. 
On the merits of what has been premiſed, l 
beg of all phyſicians whatever, that they will 
and adminiſter this extract on every occa- 
fion that ſhall preſent itſelf. But I entreat, 
that, at the ſame time, they will lay aſide 
every kind of prejudice and jealouſy ; from 
the conſideration, how much the health of 
their neighbours is concerned in theſe matters.

But 1t 1s not neceffary, that I ſhould enter 
into great encomiums on the hemlock here; 
ſince the experiments themſelves, made with 
the greateſt accuracy, proclaim them loudly. 

I ,bave, frequently  exulied , within, myſolf, 
and received the greateſt ſatisfaCtion, on ſee- 
ing patients, who, had been given up for loſt, 
and reſigned to their fate, by others, obtain, 


through me, a new term of life from hemlock, 


and be entirely cured by it. 

What is dearer to mankind than health? 

I ſhall therefore employ all the time that 
can be ſpared from my neceſſary employment, 
in bringing to light, and diſcovering, ſuch 
remedies as may remove and overcome thoſe 
diſeaſes, which are moſt momentous, and dif- 
ſicult of cure.

For making the extract, it is beſt gathered 
before the flowers are blown.

It may be doubted, however, whether apo- 
thecaries are not too ſolicitous about depura- 
ting this juice.

Man, ſeventy two years of age, had for 

a long time a foul cancerous ulcer in the 
region of the loins; which gained continually 
in breadth and depth ; and at laſt began to e- 


rode the vertebræ of the loins. Moreover, 


cancerous fungiſſes roſe out of it in every part. 

After ſeveral ſurgeons had tried 1n vain the 
molt approved remedies, the patient came 
into our hoſpual. 

Mr Hafner the ſurgeon. endeayoured firſt, 
by gentler remedies, afterwards by cau- 
{tics, and at laſt by the knife and fire, to 
deſtroy the cancer, and cleanſe and heal the 


l, 
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I, on my part, preſcribed thoſe. medicines 

whiclt contribute moſt to depurate the. mals 
of blood. 

For a day or two at that time, we ſeemed 
to gain ground: but ſoon after the diſorder 
regained its former ſtate; and was ſometimes 
worſe. 

We were convinced from this, that all our 
endeavours were in vain. 

The Peruvian bark, which, in other in- 
ſtances, is of the greateſt avail in putrid ul- 
cers, produced no effect, though given for a 
long time. 

For which reaſons, I put on, externally, a 
cataplaſm of hemlock ; and Mr Haffner and 
myſelf ordered, that the patient ſhould take, 
morning and evening, nine grains of the ex- 
rat of hemlock ; and drink copiouſly of 
barley-water, and whey. 

The patient was, before this, lean, weak, 
and cachectic ; and had, towards the evening, 
ſhiverings, fever, and afterwards copious and 
harailing fweats. 

But now, in ſome days time, he began to 
have a good appetite, and to fleep quietly ; 
and the pus appeared good in the ulcer.” 

The eighth day, I ordered, that he ſhould 
take half a dram of the extract of hemlock ; 
and, externally, that the cataplaſm ſhould be 
conſtantly renewed. 

On the twelfth day, the ulcer was clean; 
the cancerous funguſſes moveable, flaccid, and 
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not in the leaſt painful; and ſome fragments 
of bone near the veriebre were ſeparated. 

The ſeventeenth day, the patient no long- 
er felt any ſhiverings in the evening; but ſlept 
well without ſweating ; and continually reco- 
vered his ſtrength : the pus was laudable in 
the ulcer ; and ſerum flowed copiouſly from 
the funguſſes towards the margin of it. 

The twentieth day, many ſmall parts of 
bones were ſeparated from the eroded verte- 
bre ;, andi a cicatrix began then to form in the 
nlcer ; but as the fungyſſes, though flaccid, 
and no way painful, waited away too ſlowly , 
and, on that account, hindered the healing of 
the ulcer; Mr Haffner cut them out with a 
Knife. 

The patient, from that time, felt no pain; 
and the internal and external remedies were 
continued. 

On the twenty- fifth day, the cuticle was 
every where produced in the margin of the 
ulcer; and the ulcer therefore near being 
healed.

A Woman of the age of thirty, had a foul, 


ulcer in the right tilia, for many years. 
Remedies, both internal and external, were u- 
ſed, which. almoſt cured. it; but in the laft. 
ſtage of healing, it ſuddenly broke out again; 
and a moſt acrid ichor was copiouſly diſchar- 
ged, and fungaus fleſh produced. 

A very, great variety of mineral baths at- 
ſome times feemed. to be of ſervice ; but the 
diſorder ſoon. after returned again. 

We tried, in our hoſpital, different reme- 
dies, which might correct the acrimony of the. 
blood, deſtroy externally. the fungous fleſh, 
and afterwards heal ne ulcer. 

But we found no ſuccels.. 
Since, though the ulcer was, for a day or 
two, entirely cloſed, yet no firm cicatrix was 
brought over it; for which reaſon, in a ſhort

The ninety- firſt day, a little degree of bard- 
neſs yet remained in the breait, which could 
be rolled every way; but the patient grew 
weary of the continual application of the fo- 
mentation, and could not . bear any longer 
the difagreeable ſmell of it. For which rea- 
ſon, I diſeontinued it, and applied, in its 
ſtead, the. hemlock-plaſter ; and I gave, morn- 
ing and evening, fifteen grains of the extract. 

The. plaſter did not now excite any pains ; 
every thing daily changed for the better; and 
the hundred and twenty- fifth day the breaſt 
was flaccid, pendulous, and dd not feel in 
the leaſt hard. 

The patient then left the hoſpital. But I 
red, that ſhe ſhould uſe the hemlock- pills 
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in ſmall doſes, for ſome time longer; that, by 
this means, the diſeaſe might be les liable tO

A Girl, twenty- one years of age, had: an o- 
pen cancer in her left breaſt. She, more- 
over, — and frequently complained of 
a continual” heat and gnawing pain in the 
left ſide ot the thorax. 

Her whole maſs of blood was corrupted; 
and the was, at the fame time, actiffled with 
a ſcabbedneſs ; ; almoſt entirely emaciated ; 
and felt conſtancly, in the evenings, ſhiver- 
ings ſucceeded by heat, and terminating in 
fœtid ſweats. 

The ulcer diſchar ged a very copious ſeetid 
uber. 

In theſe very bad circumſtances, I tried the 
hemlock, 1 immediately gave, morning and 
evening, eight grains of the extract; and ap- 
red rhe fomentation of it; and the patient 
was, moreover, directed to drink plentifully 
of whey ; or of milk diluted with ble! its 
quantity of water. 

In the ſpace of twelve days, the patient was 
better, and coughed lefs ; and the paroxyſms 
of the evening, and ct in the night, were 
almoſt ceaſed. The ſtrength was increaſed; 
a thin pus appeared in the cancerous ulcer; 
the ichorous running diminiſhed ; and the fer 


ter was no longer perceivable.

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But the heat and gnawing pain remained 
in the tborex. I gave, then, eight grains of 
the extract of 2 75 four times every day; 
and continued the other remedies. 

The thirtieth day, the magnitude of the 
breaſt was much diminithed ; z the ſtrength to- 
terably good; the ulcer clean; and the appe- 
tite great: but the lep, on account of the 
continual heat under the breaſt, was troubled 
and unquiet, unkſs opium was given. 

The ſcabs began to grow dry and the pa- 
tient could bear to be out of bed. 

I adminiſtered two ſcruples of the extract 
every day 

The thirty-ſixth day, che patient was mo- 
derately well; the ſize of the breaſt was much 
leſs; and the ulcer began to diminiſn. But 
the heat and gnawing in the left {ide of the 
thorax remained, though it was much leſs by 
intervals.

The patient, after this illneſs, even reco- 
vered a moderate degree of frength 3 though. 
the, matter which came from the cavity of the 
thorax, was very fœtid, and ichorous. 
Neither the Peruvian bark, nor the extract, 


avail : a very bad fever again came on in the 
evenings z and night-ſweats haraſſed the mi- 
ſerable patient; ſo that, in ſix weeks times 
being entirely worn, away, ſhe die.

After the put was let out, the patſent grew 
worle'; 'the "extremities became chilly-; the 
pulſe ceaſed, the face was entirely relaxed, 
and moiſtened with a cold clammy ſweat, 
We regretted the unfortunate event of the o- 
Peration, but neglected nothing that ſeemed 
of the leaſt ſervice to the patient: 


The noſe, temples, and forehead, wete 
well rubbed with ſpirit of hartſhorn. We 
gave an ounce of Avſtrian wine, with fix 
drops of fpirit of hartſhorn to be ſwallowed ;

A Man of the age of twenty-ſeven had a tu- 
bercle at the root of his tongue, for about 
fix years; Which haJ given him much pain at 
intervals, and made him ſwallow with diſli 
culty ; though at other times he found him: 
ſelf free from the pain. This tubercle 1n- 
creaſed gradually to the ſize of a filbert ; and 
was entirely livid, and moſt acutely painful. 

At laſt it broke, and diſcharged a mot . 
crid 3 15m ww producing a broad foul 
ulcer. 


Deglutitions 
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Deglutitions were rendered extremely diii- 


cult 
Some ſurgeons and phyſicians believed the 


ulcer to be venereal; and therefore treated 


it with antivenereal remedies. Many decoc- 


tions; various purges mixed with mercury; 
and, at length, malt - ſpirits in which corroſive 
mercury ſublimate was diſſolved; were taken 
for a long time in vain; or rather the diſcaſe 
grew worſe. At length the poor man was 
wholly extenuated by a falivation, without the 
leaſt amendment of the diſeaſe. 

When theſe fumous remedies could effect 
nothing, the patient was abandoned to his 
fate: a certificate was given him, that he was 
incurable ; and that he ought to be received 
into the hoſpital provided for perſons in ſuch 
circumſtances. 

He ſtill perſevered however, in ſecking e- 
very where for help; and knocked at the 
doors of almoſt all the ſurgeons: but was ſent 
from the greateſt part ot them without help. 

At laſt he came to Mr Haffner, ſurgeon to 
my hoſpital; who, having well examined the 
matter, thought that the hemlock ihould be 
given to him. 

On this account, he ſhowed the man to me, 
the next day, when I came to the hoſpital. 

| had meaſures taken immediately to have a 
bed prepared for him, and detained him in 
the hoſpital. | 

But he was entirely emaciated ; had ſni- 


verings in the evening, lucceeded by hear, 
K and 
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and afterwards profuſe ſweats; and his ſleep 
was uneaſy and diſturbed. 

A moſt fœtid ulcer had eaten away nearly 
all the root of his tongue, and its margin: 
and ſeveral fungous excreſcences grew out 
from the bottom ; which were all exulcerated, 
and diſcharged a very fœtid ichor. The pain 
was continual and burning, and deglutition 
almoſt impoſſible. The ulcer ſpread conſtantly 
in breadth and depth; and the patient was 
not able to {peak diſtinctly. 

The «tua, tonſils, and all the fauces were 
now alſo affected. For we ſaw conliderahly 
deep eroſions, from which an acrid humour 
began to ooze out. 

The patient coughed frequently, and com- 
plained of a great and continually itching heat 
from the fauces down to his ſtomach. 

An extremely ſtinking ſmell came from his 


mouth; which often excited a nauſea and 


N in us, while we were examining 
im 

The ſtate of this man was truly worthy of 
the greateſt commiſeration. 
Dr Collin, a phyſician, who went with me 
to the hoſpital, ſaw this patient likewiſe : and 
both of us had the greateſt doubts, whether, 
in a caſe of ſo long ſtanding and ſo deſperate, 
the hemlock could avail. On the other hand, 
there remained no remedy, except this, but 
what had been tried already. 

The firſt intention of cure was, that the 
ulcer ſhould be cleanſed,

therefore deſired Mr Haffner, that, in the 
gentleſt manner, by the help of a ſyringe, he 
would ſeveral times a- day inject the ulcer and 
fauces with the infuſion of hemlock, mixed 
with the honey of roſes; and, by theſe means, 
gradually remove away the foul and acrimo- 
nious matter. 

As a medicine, I gave the following mix- 
ture. 
Take of the extract of hemlock ten grains; 

Mucilage of gum tragacanth half a dram; 

Syrup of diacodium one ounce ;.

Mix them: and let the patient take one 
ſpoonful every-two hours. 

The common drink was whey; and the 
food was broth, with bread, panada, French- 
barley, &c.

moderately clean : the ulcers in the fauces be. 
gan.to be covered with a ſlight cuticle : and 
the heat in the e/ephagus was ſcarcely at all 
felt. 

The ſame remedies were continued. 

The eleventh day, the ſhiverings towards 
the evening were almoſt gone; as alſo the 
heat; and ſcarcely any nocturnal n re- 
mained. 

The cancerous ulcer diſcharged pus inſtead 
of ichor : the patient had but little pain, when 
he ſwallowed ſolids : the ſlighteſt f#tor only 
was to be perceived : the — ſpoke far 
more diſtinctly, was much ſtronger, and had 
a good appetite : the ulcers of the fauces 
were almoſt cloſed : and afterwards only a 
ſmall degree of heat was felt in the &/ophapns. 

The ſame medicaments were continued. 

The fifteenth day, the cancerous ulcer was 
of a very good colour : the fungous excre- 
ſcences were much leſs, and did not weep a- 
ny :chor : and a white and very thin cuticle 

rew* in the margin of the ulcer; which at- 
torded the firſt hopes of a cure; and evinced, 
that bounds were ſet to the ſpreading cancer. 

The fauces were healed : the heat had. 
wholly left the 4 r/opbagus : the patient was 
well in ſtrength : and there were none of the 
bad ſymptoms obſerved towards the evening; 
nor pocturnal ſweats. 

I then adminiſtered daily, in the morning,

me injection into the ulcer was continued. 

| The twentieth day, every thing was better: 
the ulcer began to grow much leſs : many of 
the fungous. excreſcences ſeparated of them- 

ſelves: and no fetor nor ichor remained, but 

the pus was good. 

The nights were quiet; the engt incrra- 
ſed; the appetite revived. 

On the thirtieth day, the ulcer was clean: 
many of the excreſcences were now ſeparated 
and thoſe remaining were flaccid, pale, and 
not painful on being touched.

The powder was ſcarcely taken, but there

ter. ] rendered the der more eaſy, by 
the copious drinking of warm water. 

The patient, by this means, vomited, at 
ſix times, the food he had greedily ſwallowed, 
with a great quantity of yellow ſerum, that 
afforded an acid imell. 

The bad ſymptoms almoſt all difappeared 
aftcr the vomit : the patient took no food but 
broth only the whole day; and in the even- 
ing a paregoric medicine was given him.

The fiftieth day, there were yet a few fun- 
gous, flaccid, pendulous excreſcences, which' 
retarded the healing of the ulcer.

We ſtill, however, retained him in the ho.

It was the greateſt ſatisfaction to us, to ſee

chexy.; but cured alſo of a very bad cancer, 
and entirely reinſtated,

| vening, five pills of two grains each, with a 
copious decoction of the burdock-root: 

After eight days, he returned and complain- 
ed of greater pains in the ſhoulder and hip, 
and a diſagreeable tingling all over the arm 
and foot.

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In other reſpects, there was no change. 

I perſuaded him, therefore, to take eight 
of the hemlock- pills, morning and evening; 
and to continue the decoction of the bur- 
dock. 

On the fourteenth day, the pains were 
leſs : but, in the whole of the fide affected, 
as well as in the foot and arm, he perceived 
an itching fœtid fweat ; and whitiſh pellucid 
puſtules, Fu of acrid /erum, came our.

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A Girl of eighteen years of age, had been 
afflicted, from ſeven years old, with a 
ſpina ventoſa in the tarſus of the right foot, 
and in the elbow or the arm of the ſame fide; 
and the remedies which are moſt approved 
in ſimilar caſes, being tried, were of no avail, 

She uſed very large quantities of the decoc- 
tions of the woods. for many months ; and 
copious ſweats were produced by them. The 
diforder ſeemed at firſt to be relieved : but, 
afterwards, the patient was troubled with a 
dry cough, began to grow weak and emacia- 
ted, and the ditorder again became worſe. 

Antiſcorbutic remedies were given, with 2 
large quantity of whey ; and the ulcers wer 
by theſe means almoſt healed. 

But, while there were the greateſt hopes of 
a cure, a new pain came on in the parts at 
feed; a moſt acrid ichor began again to be 
diſcharged; and very fœtid ulcers were a 
length produced. 

Corroſive mercury ſublimate, diffolved is 
malt ſpirit, which at other times, in fimilat 
diſcafes, produces the moſt deſirable effects 
failed of any ſucceſs. 

I, therefore, gave the extract of hemlock; 
and a copious decoction of crude barley, v wẽich 
a little milk.

In four days, the ulcers, before ſo foul and 
fetid, were now cleaner; and the pus began 
to be laudable ; the pains were much abated ;

The ſixth, feveith, eighth, and ninth day, 
an acrid ſerum ran copioully from the ulcers. 

The twelfth day, the bony tumours ſeemed 
much leſs, and the deep red colour began to 
be changed into ſuch as is natural. 

On the tifteenth day, three fragments of 
bones ſeparated in the ulcer of the ar/us.of 
the right foot. 

On the ſeventeenth day, the ulcer of the 
tarſus was, clean; and a cuticle began to 
grow on its margin; which gave a proſpect of 
its healing; and the tumour of the bones 
near this ulcer that were affected, was much 
leſs.

The thirty-fourth day, a long and thick 
bony fragment came off from the bone of the 
bumerus, near the joint of the right elbow. 

The ſwelling about the joint was much di 
miniſhed; and the patient bent her arm freely, 
and conveyed her food to her mouth. 

A great quantity of ſerum ran from the far. 
fas of the right foot; very ſmall fragments of 
bones came out; and the patient complained 
of great pain. |

petite recovered ; and the patient was in bet- 
ter ſpirits, and fatter.

A Lockſmith had been afflicted, for ten years, 
with a very fœtid cutaneous diſeaſe; not 
much differing from the elephantiafis. 

He had implored the aſſiſtance of nearly all 
the phyſicians, ſurgeons, keepers of baths, 
and empirics; had taken for a long while the 
remedies that were very famous; and had u- 
led ſeveral mineral baths and vapours ; but 
found ſcarcely any relief from them. He 
was, however, able to purſue his buſineſs. 


Nor did the foul ſcabs appear on his face 
L 3 : and 
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and hands; but only on the parts which 
were covered with his cloaths. 

On this account, he could converſe with 
his friends; but did not lie in the ſame bed 
with any of them. 

When he ſaw, after trying the moſt power. 
ful remedies, the diſorder was not in the leaſt 
better, he deſiſted from aſking any further ad- 
vice of phyſicians; and left the diſeaſe to na- 
ture, eating every thiag that was agreeable to 
his palate; drinking freely; and expoſing 
himſelf If to the changes of the weather. 

He did not grow worſe from this conduct. 

It happened, however, that, at the end of 
winter, being expoſed to a ſudden cold, he 
was ſeized with a pleuriſy.

But the tenſion and pungent pain re- 
mained in the hypogaſtrium , the teneſmus of 
the urine was oftener felt ; wandering pains 
frequently attacked the head; faintneſſes 
came on; and a ſhivering almoſt daily affect 

ed the ſpine dorſt towards the evening.

In the ſpace of ſix days, the fator was 
greatly amended ; and the patient ſcemed to 
de a little recovered. 

I then gave, along with the demulcent de- 
coction, the extract of hemlock, and the in- 
jections into the Tagire were continued. 

All the ſymptoms were gradually changed 
for the better; a mucus tending towards pus, 
was diſcharged inſtead of the icher; and at- 
terwards nothing appeared. 

Bur, in the ſpace of eleven weeks, the wo- 
man perfectly recovered her health. 

There was no occaſion to give more than 
half a dram of the extract of hemlock each

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The injections were diſcontinued, when 
the matter diſcharged began to appear kindly. 
The pudenda were ſtill waſhed, lcveral times 
a-day ; leſt this matter though kindly, ſtagna-

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Woman, fifty- two years of age, was af- 
1 flicted, for a long time, with a continual 
gnawing pain in the uterus. 

At the ſame time, ſhe had the J uor albus ; 
which gradually b:came ſo malignant, that 
the matter diſcharged not only corroded the 
parts of generation; but even the linen itſelf 
which received it, was in a ſhort time render- 
ed tender. The tn was, moreover, fo 
great, that her hufband left her; and all the 
women with whom ſhe had any intimacy, a- 
voided her company. 

After ſhe had in vain ſpent the greateſt part 
of what the was worth in ſecking for relief, 
ſne came to aſk my aſſiſtance, 

I ordered, that ſhe ſhould drink whey, and 
waſh the parts about the fudenda with a flight . 
infulion of hemlock and milk, adding a lit- 
tle honey of roſes. 

But as ſhe complained, that her nights 
were extremely reſtleſs, on account of the ex- 
quiſite pains in the werzs, I preſcribed a 
powder of one dram of the lapis cancrorum,, 
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and one grain of opium, that ſhe might daily, 
on going to bed, take one ſuch powder. 

By the aid of this, ſhe flept longer, and 
more quietly; and her appetite increafed ; and 
even her ſtrength ſeemed better, and her ſpi- 
rits more raiſed. 

Burt there was no other change. 

I then adminiſtered, beiide the whey, the 
extract of hemlock ; and the evening- pow. 
ders were continued. 

In the ſpace of fourteen days, the pains 
were ſo much alleviated, that there was no 
further occalion for the evening- paregoric; 
and the matter diſcharged from the ulcer, 
was not fo fœtid, nor fo acrid. 

But the urine was retained. 

I therefore, for ſome days, omitted the ex- 
tract of hemlock; and gave the following 
mixture. 

Take of the lapis caucrorum one ounce; 

Auſtrian mountain-w ne one pound. 

Mix them; and let the patient take one 

ſcruple, four times every day. 

This mixture was extremely efficacious. 
For the urine was voided with the greateſt 
freedom; and much acrid ichorous matter 
was thrown out of the aterus, to the high re- 
lief of the patient ; but the pain, in the mean 
time, returned again. 

1 gave daily twenty grains of the extract of 
hemlock, with a copious decoction of marſh- 
allows, or whey. 

The pains were thence mitigated ; the 

ſtrength 
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ſtrength increaſed; a mucous matter, ſeldom 
feetid, was diſcharged. 

Nevertheleſs, after about three weeks time, 
a teneſmus was again perceived about the uri- 
nary paſſages. 

For which reaſon, I again adminiſtered the 
former mixture of the /apis cancrorum and 
wine, in the place of the extract of hemlock. 

And this again gave great relief. 

On the fame account, I was often obliged

The reſult was, that this patient, who had 
been in ſo very bad a way, was perfectly cu- 
red in the ſpace of ſix months. 

And ſhe has now continued to keep well 
for nine months. . 

During this time, in ſome A ſhe hap- 
pened to load her ſtomach more chan ordina: 
ry ; on which ſcore ſhe came to defire me to 
give he- medicines : but 1 only adviſed her 
to abſta from eating the next day. 

Dr ' «.4in was preſent at that time; and 1 
ewe d him this woman perfectly cured of ſo 
very dangerous a diſeaſe. 

The woman herſelf explained the hiſtory of 
her illneſs better than me; and could not find 
words, to expreſs her praiſes of the pills, 
which had reſtored her to health. 

She related, that ſhe was ſhunned by every

her uterus; and that her own huſband and 
children fled from her as they would from 
one infected with the plague. 

That ſhe was ſo much waſted away, as to 
be nothing but ſkin and bones; that ſhe ab- 
horred all food; and was almoſt diflolved by 
nocturnal ſweats.

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The fifth day, nothing was as yet changed. 

The eighth day, the livid ſtreaks in both 
breaſts difappeared bur the wandering pun-

The twelfth day, the marter diſcharged 
from the uterus was copious, white, and glu- 
tinous ; all the hardnels ſeemed then to dimi- 
niſh ; the reſpiration was eaſier ; and the pal- 
pication of the heart leſs frequent.

There appeared, beſides, over his whole 
body, very foul bluiſh biles; which penetra- 
ted deep between the cutis, and the paniculum 
adiboſum; ſome of which, when broken with 
rubbing, emitted black putrid blood; and, 
in a ſhort time, fungous fleſh grew in the 
ſame place. 

Under all theſe calamitous circumſtances, a 
tertian ague came on. 

A phyſician, who had the care of this pa- 
tient, boped the conſequence of this tertian 
would be the cure of all the diſorcdlers. 

Hence, it was endeavoured. to facilitate the 
effort of the fever, by ſolvent remedies of a 
faline and diſſolvent nature. 

But all theſe were of no avail; the fever 
was ſo vehement that the patient loſt his 
ſtrength very faſt; and, moreover, ſwelled 
lv much in the extremities, that a dropſy 
was, with reaſon, feared. 

He was at length brought to our hoſpital. 

By diuretic medicines, Venice ſoap, anti- 
ſcorbutic conſerves, &c. I diflipated indeed 
the ſwelling of the extremities ; and the ap- 
petite returned, but the violence of the fever 
ſtill increaſed ; and the paroxyſms were ſo 
prolonged, that ſome laſted almoſt for twen- 
ty-hve hours. . | 

In the paroxyſms, the patient was always 
taken with a cough ; which was ſo violent 
that red blood was brought up. 

But when the paroxyſm ceaſed, there was 
no cough, nor was the reſpiration difficult. 1 
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A great tabidneſs was at laſt produced; the 
ſtrength ſunk, and nocturnal ſweats threaten. 
ed a conſumption. 

It was for theſe reaſons neceſſary to diminiſh 
the fever.

The archiater Kefer directed a certain 
counteſs, who for ſeveral months of her 
pregnancy had taken hemlock, to be let blood, 
a' few days before the time of her-delivery ; 
and we both found the blood perfectly, like 
that of perſons in health. | 

Pr Jebn van Moenſel, an eminent phyſician 
at Harlem, obſerved the ſame in a lady, to 
whom he gave the hemlock for ſeveral 
months. | 

While J write this, I have again had blood 
taken from another counteſs, who had uſed 
the hemlock for two months; and found it of 
due conſiſtence, and of a far more healthful 
appearance than before ſhe uſed the hemlock.

Many have feared, and not without reaſon, | 


that it might produce ſuppuration, which 
would bring on a fatal tympanits. 

But I can 1 affirm, from a very great number 
of experiments, that, by the aid of hemlock; 
1 have diſcuſſed many ſcirrhuſſes in the belly, 
and have cured ſeveral dropſies, ariſing from 
fcirrhuſits of the abdominal viſcera ; but no 
ſuppuration ever came on, nor mpanitis vas 
produced. 

In women, indeed, I 8 aten found, that, 
by the uſe of hemlock, a matter like pus has 
been diſcharged from the uterus, and that the 
ſeirrbus has been diſſolved by this means. l 
judged from thence that the diſſolved matter, 
by the guidance of nature, purſued the leaſt 
injurious way, and ſought a natural paſſage 
Out.

It is requiſite, that a phyſician radictoaſly 
follow thoſe proper intentions of cure, which 
uiſe from the particular ſtate of the caſe. 

The ſurgeon ſhould externally change, add 
and take away, as reaſon founded on EXPe- 
rence directs. | 

Many miſunderſtood my opinion of hem- 
lock, from my firlt eſſay ; as they thought, 
that I had offered a remedy, which I believed 
to be univerſal and ſufficient, when given a- 
lone in all caſes. 

But I by no means meant ſo. 

I firmed only that the hemlock performed 
luch things, as other remedies in high repu- 
tation could not. 
lt cures cancers: that, convinced by a great 


number of inſtances, Lwas certain of.

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But ] do not, nevertheleſs, aſſert, that it will 
cure every Cancer. 

Nor do I aſſert, that the whole i is to be reſt. 
ed only on the ole uſe of hemlock. - | 

If out of a hundred patients, — other 
phyſicians have diſmiſſed, and declared to be 
incurable, I give relief to, or cure one, it ſuf. 
fices to me: but the number of thaſe who 
may be cured is much greater. 

Mercury cures the venereal diſeaſe. Is it 
however always found to have good effects ? 
Does it always cure? How many thouſand 
are there not deſtroyed by this diſeaſe ? 
The Petuvian bark removes intermitting 
fevers; and yet it is not efficacious with al 
who have that diſeaſe : are there not many to 
whom it is even injurious? 


Muſt ſuch medicines, therefore; be held as 


| noxious or uſeleſs ? 

- Skilful phyſicians judge the ſme of other 
remedics called ſpecific. 

If there be ſome who from any y idiofyneraſia 
or from a complication of — cannot 
bear the hemlock, let them avoid the uſe of it. 

If the ſymptoms, conjoined with the dif 
eaſe, require any other remedy, why ſhould 
— — be adminiſtered along RT the hem- 
lock ? 
-- Purges are often neceſſary. : 

Bleeding is likewiſe very requiſite. 

Hamorrbages ſhould not, however, be ſtopt, 
by that means, in plethoric patients: = N 

uc 
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uch patients, they are of much greater benefit, 
than bleeding by venæſection. 

But in ſuch as are weak, they are quickly, 

and in the beſt manner, ſtope by the. e of 
the oa. 

The agaric ſhould, fevercheleſs, be only 
applied to that place where the effuſion of 
blood is made. 

For if it be put over the whole ulcer, it is 
injurious to the wound, and often fatal. 

Sometimes, beſides the hemlock, antiphlo- 
giltics and refrigerants are indicated. X 

This happen: often in che gout and rheu- 
matiſm. 

Externally, 8 emen ſome- 
times digeſtives, and Win aſtringents, 
are requiied. 

Sometimes a paſſage ** to be opened to 
the matter, by means of the knife: as I have 
frequently obſerved in the ina venteſa, that 
the carious and corrupted parts might be ſepa- 
rated from the ſound; and ſometimes a fun- 
gous cancer ſhould be cut off. 

The internal and external uſe of hemlock 
prevents, with ſuificient effect, any relapſe in 
ſuch cales. 

But ſometimes the callous lips of cancers, 
or fungous cancers themſelves, are walted a- 
way,. by the tollowing remedy only. | 

Take of the powder of hemlock two drams 

and a half; 

| and of the honey of roſes three ounces. 
This medicament is ſpread upon lint ; and 
applied 
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applied to the part affected, as often as the 
2 or ſurgeon judges neceſſa ry. 
An aſſiduous and judicious phyſician, Nd 2 
ſkilful ſurgeon, if they give mutual af. 

ſtance to each other, in de perate diſeaſes, 
where they are jointly concerned, may en 
perform miracles. | 

But if they diſagree, or are ignorant how to 
treat the diſeaſe, the patient muſt, of courſe, 
ſuffer, or die. 

If women, early i in the dean Weber 
their diſorders, and the phyſicians uſe hem. 
lock in due time, I am certain, that, after 2 
few years, it will be very rare to find a 'can- 
cer in the breaſt. 

The hemlock does not require a trick re reg. 
men in the patient's way of living. 

It will admit of every thing which the ſto- 
mach can eaſily digeſt; and which can be 
converted into good nouriſhment. -. 

Nor is wine prohibited, nor acids forbid, 
if taken prudently and in a moderate quantity. 

And every phyſician knows of himſelf, 
what will agree with, or hurt his patient. 

There is no univerſal rule. 
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F we read with attention the hiſtories of ca- 

pital medicines, we ſhall find there have 
been, at all times, and in all places, warm 
diſputes concerning their efficacy. There have 
been phyſicians, who have in each inſtance 
condemned their uſe, and prohibited them as 
noxious: while others, on the ground of con- 
trary facts and experiments, have beſtowed 
praiſes on the ſame, and recommended them 
as highly ſerviceable. After theſe differences 
have been well underſtood, matters have at 
length been ſettled, and che medicines recei- 
ved into common uſe. 


I plainly foreſee this will be the caſe of hem- 
lock. But, in the mean time, I regret much, 
that ſome of the profeſſion of phyſic, who hold 


a high rank at preſent, urge their opinion a- 
gainſt 
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gainſt it too prematurely. and violently ; con- 
demning it as a poiſonous and unſerviceable 
plant, and deterring others from the uſe of it. 
This ſavours of too great a proneneſs to con- 
tradition, and is oppugnant to rational me- 
dicine. But what has given me the moſt 
mortification is, that I have met with the great- 
eſt 8 from thoſe, for whom I have al. 
ways had the greateſt deference, to whom ! 
have done every good office, and on whom it 
was incumbent rather to have taken my part, 
than to have done me any harm. But I am 
neither provoked at this treatment, nor en- 
tertain any deſire of revenge: and as my 2 
ponents themſelves know that my regard for 
them is not leſſened, (for certainly difference 
of opinion is allow ble), I write theſe obſer- 
vations in honour of them, preſenting and de- 
dicating the ſame to them. 


Nor do I, moreover, by any means, wiſh 


them to ſhew me the leaſt perſonal favour ; let 


them only have a due regard to truth; let 
them only act the part of unprejudiced judges, 
and let them only confeſs ingenuouſly what 
real benefit the patients receive. I give my- 
ſelf -no concern about empty clamours ; but 
hold all ſuch cheap. Let thoſe who are afraid 
of ſhadows examine their ſubſtance,

fore expedient; that 1 ſhould again employ 
my pen in going over the ſame matters. But 
as there are ſtill many who have not adopted 
my idea of this plant, and diſpute with rela- 
tion to its ſpecies and character, it appeared 
neceſſary to make a print of the herb. 

That this might be done properly, free 
from error, and in a manner the moſt clear 
and intelligible to every capacity, 1 deſired 
Dr Crantz, profeſſor of the materia medica, 


| Have already demonſtrated, and confirm- 


that he would take this plant into his botani- 


cal garden, and procure 1t to be deſigned with 
the greateſt accuracy. 

He very readily Gbdercbe it, and deliver- 
ed to me the figure here given, painted and 
engraved by Mr Cipps, a ſtudent in phyſic. 

By this, any one, even though not at all 
ſkilled in botany, may at the firſt fight imme- 
diately know the plant, and diſtinguiſh it from 
all others. 

Moreover the extract is not always prepared 
according to my notion. For ſome take a ve- 
ry large quantity of the expreſſed juice, and 
boil it with a great heat in a copper veſſel; 
by which means; a ſtrong fœtor is diffuſed 
x a conſiderable diſtance, and the moſt effica- 
cious part flies off: while others, from over 
great care, clarify the juice and the extract. 

X 2 By: 
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By this treatment, a black tenacious maſs, 
with only a ſmall degree of fetor, is produced, 

But when it is prepared according to my 
method, the extract ought to be wi, of a 
greenith brown colour, and yielding a very 
diſagreeable ſmell like that produced by com- 
mon mice. 

Some mix other herbs with the hemlock. 

Others alſo leave the herb when freſh ga- 
thered in a heap for ſeveral. days ; by which 
means, it withers, and fo a part of it rots, 
and the juice grows thick, and becomes muci- 
laginous. | 

After this they do. not immediately ſet the 
expreſſed juice on the fire, but wait two or 
three days, till they think it a convenient 
time; during which a change is made in it, 
and its virtue impaired. 
thought it might not be improper to in. 
troduce again, on this occaſion, ſome accounts 
of cures I have performed by the uſe of hem- 
lock folely, ſince the time of my publiſhing 
the ſecond eſſay.

A Woman, aged thirty-Gx, had for two 
years malignant ulcers, which deeply 
* the end of her noſe, her noſtrils, and 
her whole upper-lip, rendering her whole 
face very diſguſtful to the ſight. 

All theſe parts were livid, hard, and tume- 
hed ; and the violent pain which attended, 
prevented; her ſleeping in the nights. 

An ichor continually. flowing, eroded the 
contiguous parts. 

Remedies that were purging, antiſcorbutic, 


mercurial, and alterative, made no change;

worſe by them. B | 
On giving the hemlock, an scher in a very 
copious quantity, but much more kindly, was 
diſcharged; the ſwelling ſoon abated in the 
parts; the pain went off; and the livid co- 
lour was changed into ſuch as was natural. 
In three months time, a very great altera- 
tion for the better was apparent; and the pa- 
tient was much ſtronger and fatter. 
She then diſcontinued the hemlock for 
ſome time; but every thing preſently grew 
worſe again, and the pains Tire idcreitied, 
As ſoon, however, as the uſe of the medi- 
cine was again reſumed, all the bad ſymptoms 
vaniſhed ; and by a continual perſeverance in 
it, for the ſpace of ſix menths, the ulcers

She imputed the cauſe of this diſorder to 
her laſt child-birth, which had been difficult, 
and in which the midwife had dragged out 
the placenta with great force.

been now adminiſtered for ſix years, had re- 
lieved the diſorder. 

But, by the uſe of hemlock, the tumour 
diſappeared in ſix weeks, the pain ceaſed, 
and the acrid matter was no longer diſcharged.

The glands of the neck and grojns, and 
thoſe near the ears, and in the armpits, at 
length ſwelled, and produced, both in the 
days and nights, great pain to the patient. 

Antivenereal remedies, ſuch as are at other 
times moſt effectual in theſe caſes, increaſed 
the diſorder; and a conſumption was to be 
apprehended. 

On which account, by the 3 of his. 
phyſicians, he avoided all remedies. 

His ſtate was not at all changed by this, ei- 
ther for better or worſe, except that the pains 
were afterward greatly excruciating. 

At length he was almoſt given up, even by 
the phyſician he commonly employed; who 
ſaid that he would leave the reſult to nature. 

Bur the patient having ſeen the good. ef- 
fects of hemlock in others, and forming 
ſome hopes of it, came to me, and aſked, 
whether this remedy might not be proper in 
his caſe.

We experience ſuch good and manifeſt ef- 
fects from the hemlock continually in the ho- 
ſpital, that not only thoſe converſant in the 
art of medicine, but even the ignorant, who 
are about the patients, wonder, and are even 
aſtoniſhed.

ci the greateſt pain, which the poor infant, 
<«. when touched, ſhewed by the moſt pitiful 
„ moaning.* 1 

&« But theſe diſorders, without the indica- 
tion of any opening to be made, either by 
e art or nature, were rough the induſtrious 
<« application of Mr Laber, a very ſkilful ſur- 
* geon, cured in the ſpace of almoſt two 
„ months; ſo that no impediment remained, 
either to the power of motion, or any other 
function.

Thus the child, who was before extreme- 
cc ly crofs, ran about now almoſt the whole 
day, playing with the greateſt cheerfulneſs, 

&« He took, in the whole, ſix drams of the 
<< extract of hemlock ; but no other medi- 
cine.“ 

Let me appeal to the readers, whether even 
if this were the only caſe, hemlock would 
not merit great praiſe. 

It was given to an infant ulcerated and ca- 
chectic, in a very bad — and effected a 
cure. 

Hemlock is conſequently an innocent reme- 
dy, and an efficacious one. 

There are, indeed, terrible reaſoners in 
medicine, who may perhaps place this caſe to 
the account of the decoction of the roaſted 
barley, the infuſion of coffee, the chocolate, 
or the power of nature.

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“ At the end of June 1761, I was acci- 
dentally ſent for to a lady of the age of 
twenty-three, who had had, eighteen 3 years 
before, the confluent fmall- -pox ; of which 
ſhe now deplored the ſad remains. For, be- 
ſides the loſs of the left eye, ſhe had an ul- 
cer in her cheek of the ſame ſide, attended 
with a hard ſwelling. 
« Various, as well internal as external, re- 
medies had been tried, as ſhe informed me, 
to heal this ulcer- but all, even a faliva- 
tion, had been uſed in vain. 
* RecolleCting the eflicacy of the extract 
of hemlock in a ſimilar caſe, I adviſed the 
uſe of it in this. 
* And ſhe, though weary of medicines, 
conſented however to it. She began, there- 
fore, on the firſt of July to take eight 
grains of the extract every day. 
« 1 directed, the plaſter (though I am ig- 
norant of what kind it was) being removed, 
that the ulcer ſhould be fomented with a 
linen cloth moiftened with the decoction. of 
hemlock.

But, as it acts on the virulent remains of tbe 


ſmall-pox, a queſtion ariſes thence, whether 
or nd, in ſmall doſes, with careful manage- 


-ment, and under judicious inſpection, 1t might 


not 
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not be proper to adminiſter it in the ſmall- 
pox itſelf? 

The analogy of nature, and an infinite num- 
ber of experiments evince, that vegetables of 
every kind may be digeſted. in our "omachs, 
and converted into the proper animal hu- 
mours : but this is by no means true of mi- 
nerals. 

Our nature bears therefore v. cables much 
better; and they agree more ſafely with it. 
Therefore, if it be allowable for others to 
uſe mercury-and antimony, againſt the viru- 
lent tendency of the ſmall-pox, -why ſhould 
not we be at liberty to try dem isek without 
the leaſt remorſe of conſcience; as the beſt 
remedies hitherto known are of no avail.

Beſides, it muſt be always ſtrongly retained 
in the mind, that there are bounds to art and 
medicine. | 

As the hemlock at preſent ſometimes is of 
avail in the ſame diſeaſe, where at others it 
is of no effect; it is certain that there muſt 
be ſome undiſcovered, difference, the diagno- 
itic ſigns of which we at preſent want. 

Nor am I alone able to determine them; 
and therefore 1 could by no means hitherto 
fix eſtabliſhed rules. 

But thoſe who could and ought to have 
given me alliſtance, have with-held their hands 
from the work: and even, in very unfavourable 
converſations, and repeated lectures to the ſtu- 
dents of the art, have condemned my Eſſays, 
tried to prevent their being read, and endea- 
voured by the moſt violent means — tb: to 
deſtroy them. => 

How deplorable is the lot of mankind ! |

It/vas proper to publiſn with care and 
veracity the accounts of the trials which had 
been made: but the phyſician is at liberty to 
uſe the remed or reject it. | 
I neither defire honour, glory, an immortal 
name, nor profit. 0 

only wiſh to be ſerviceable to thoſe of my 
fellow- creatures who are afflicted with dit- 
eaſrs; and wiſh to mitigate or remove their 
miſeries, as the duty of other phyſicians re- 
quires; and I ſhould be glad, moreover, that 
others would not moleſt me in doing it. 

Ihave given ſome hundred weights of the 
extract of hemlock; and 1 atirm with the 
cleareſt conſcience, that I never hurt any bo- 
dy with it. When matters went on well, I 
proceeded with ſpirit; and continued and in- 
creaſed the doſe: but if (as it very ſeldom 
happened) I found the medicine did not᷑ agree 
with the patient, I deſiſted and laid it aſide; 
which is a conduct conſiſtent with the medical 
arTl.

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As therefore this remedy properly given 
cannot do any hurt, the duty of the profeſſion 
requires, that it ſhould be highly recommend- 
ed to all practitioners, to St as many trials 
as poſſible of it; the hiſtories of which ſhould 
be collected, and compared with reſpect to all 
their ſigns, ſymptoms, and conſequences that | 
occurred; the cauſes and reaſons ſhould: be 
afterwards, inquired into, why. hemlock is 
ſ»metimes ſerviceable, and cures radically, in 
the ſame diſeaſe, in which at others it is not 
of the leaſt avail. 

The diffetences being ſtated, and the cauſe 
diſcovered, it will be clearly evident how far 
the efficacy of hemlock extends. The reaſon 
may be aſſigned why it does not act equally 
in all caſes: and then it will be eaſily deter- 
mined, in which it is apparently proper, _ 
in which it can produce no good, 

Theſe matters being reduced to rule, we 
may, in thoſe caſes where hemlock is of no 
uſe, think of ſome other remedy. 

By ſuch means, the limits of our art may 

be enlarged with the higheſt advantage to the 
ublic.

There ſolemnly promiſe my opponents, that 
I ſhall rake the greater pains in this kind of 
ſtudy in proportion as they deen to mo- 
Jeſt or obſtruct me in it. 

Whilſt I do right, 1 fear nobody. 

Though hemlock affords a remedy in the 
Higheſt degree innocent, I deſire, nevertheleſs, 
that every phyſician would always begin with 
a ſmall doſe, and increaſe it gradually. 

For we know well, what ſtrange and va- 
nous idioſyncraſies there are in men; for 
which reaſon there may be ſome, who may 
not bear this remedy well. 

In giving a ſmall doſe, therefore, nobody 
can err; becauſe every good phyſician, as ſoon 
as he obſerves any bad effects, will deſiſt from 
going on with the medicine. 

But it muſt be always well examined, whe- 
ther this happens from the medicine, the at- 
tendant ſymptoms of the diſraſe, or any error 
committed with regard to ſome of the ſix 
nonnaturals. 

There are perſons, who by taking crabs 
eyes, which certainly are a very innocent te- 
medy, have great pain, vomit, are ſeized with 
a fever, and grow delirious; why therefore, 
from ſome ſecret cauſe, may they not be made 
4ll by hemlock ? 

But ſhould hemlock therefore not be deem- 
ed a remedy ? Should it therefore be exploded? 
No ſenſible phyſician will be of ſach opinion.

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If by the uſe of it any patient receives harm, 
(if we conſider the things as phyſicians and in 
a true light), it ſnould indeed not be imputed 
to the medicine adminiſtered, but to the man- 
ner of its adminiſtration. | | 

Symptoms not belonging to the ſubject diſ- 
eaſe are frequently co- attendant: hence it is 
in ſuch caſes requiſite, that other remedies 
ſhould: be given beſides the hemlock. 

If ſpaſms and convulſions call for aid, ner- 
vous and antihyſteric remedies are wanted. 

If there be violent pains, paregoric and 
opiate remedies will be neceſſary. FE” 

Great fever, and a high pulſe, require ni- 
trous anti- inflammatories. TYA 

In: too great a putreſcence, the Peruvian 
bark is to be added; or, in like manner, 
where an intermittent fever comes on, during 
the uſe of the hemlock. 

Sometimes there is occaſion for purging, 
ſometimes for bleeding. 12 

Too great a fluxion of an-acrimonious hu- 

mour, requires, in this caſe, an iſſue or ſeton. 

Nor ſhould: the fomentation or cataplaſm 
of hemlock be always applied; but they are 
to be varied according to the judgment and 
experience of a ſkilful-phyſician or ſurgeon. 

If ulcers be dreſſed with lint, the greateſt 
care ſhould be uſed in taking it off, leſt the 
threads adhering to the naked veſſels, they 
may be torn by the force; which would do 
miſchief every way.

The lint ſhould be, therefore, always pre- 
viouſly moiſtened with a very weak ſolution 
of hemlock, or ſome other proper fluid 

When the ſymptoms are too violent, they 
frequently require that either the internal or 
external uſe of the hemlock ſhould be diſcon- 
tinued for ſome time, till they be cured, or 
at leaſt alleviated. 

With thoſe who cannot well bear hemlock, 
a palliative treatment muſt be obſerved, ſo 
long as we are ignorant of any other remedy. 
- Bones, tumours, and ſcirrhuſſes, have often 

the-greateſt pain in the meditulium ; and I have 
frequently obſerved, that there was then an 
eroſion, or rottenneſs, in that place. Such rot- 
ten parts ſhould, however, be ſeparated from 
the ſound. But that cannot be performed, 
unleſs an aperture be made towards the exte- 
rt. This ſhould ſometimes be done by 
the application of a chirurgical medicament 
or inſtrument.; though it is often effected by 
nature alone, from. the uſe of the hemlock. 

A ſanious matter is then diſcharged, and 
the ulcer becomes hollow.

Such appearances are never alarming: to 
perſons-of {kill ; and therefore the medicines 
ſhould by no means be changed under "theſe 
circumltances.

Friction on the part affected, or too ſtrong 
motion, generally increaſe the diſeaſe. 

If the patients live in a pure free air, and 
keep their mind quiet and chearful, it will 
conduce much to the cure. 

Grief, melancholy, or inquietude, rg 
and impede the cure, bring on new diſorders, 
and oftentimes turn a ſcirrbus into a cancer. 

The time in which hemlock may cure er 
reſolve tumours, cannot be determined. 3
